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After a statement by the President as to the proposed

F. H. Sanford, of New York City, the subject was laid on 
the table until after the Milford excursion. 
Informal addresses were then made by the Rev, E. T. 
Sanford, of New York City, who told of his 
ADDRESSES search for genealogical information in dif- 
ferent towns; by W. P. Sandford, of Brook- 
lyn, N. Y., as a representative of the branch which uses the 
two “d’s”; by the Hon. F. V. Sanford, of Warwick, N. Y., 
who was felicitating himself on the company with which he 
was dining at his table; and by C. E. Sanford, of Potsdam, 
N. Y., who spoke in detail of the forthcoming Thomas Sanford 
Genealogy, to be issued in two large volumes. 
The Secretary then read a letter—sent through Frank S. 
Sanford, of Washington, D, C.—which had 
SANFORDSINTHE been written by Ezekiel Sanford, a Revolu- 
REVOLUTION tionary soldier, to his wife in 1778. This 
letter was dated at Valley Forge, told of his 
recovery from a severe illness, and prayed that peace would 
soon be “restored to our land.” The President also read from 
a memorandum left by his great-grandfather, Aaron Sanford, 
of Redding, Conn., concerning his Revolutionary service at 
Montreal and elsewhere, the paper likewise including a refer- 
ence to the deaths in battle of the warriors, General Mont- 
gomery and General Wooster. 
Extracts from various letters written by absent Sanfords 
and expressing their interest in the gather- 
LETTERS AND ing were then read by F. B. Sanford, of 
CONCLUSION New York City, as a member of the Execu- 
tive Committee, During the exercises of 
the evening various Association songs were sung. The exer- 
cises were concluded with remarks by Lorenzo Dwight 
Sanford, of Bridgeport, Conn., who has since passed in his 
old age to the better life.
